On July 17, 18S0, a decree was issued 
by the Mexican government containinK 
a list of articles tfhat should be admitted 
free of duty into Lower California, for 
the use of the colonists. To prove that 
<')ie was a colonist, it is necessanr to 
St V lire a oerti&cate from the Meacan 
consul at San Diego, lliia certificate is 
forwarde<l to Ensenada, where the in 
spector uf colonies keeps a regiHter of 
"colonist**.'" The policy of the English 
company has l)een to use its influence to 
keep the names of Americans from being 
included in this list. 

Its ettortji in this direction has been so 
successful that the Americans were 
f urced to organize what is now known as 
the American GolonisiB' Pw lee tt vs asso 
dation. This a sso c iation Is now in a 
healthy condition, and is engaged in dr 
culating a memorial which is oeing lib- 
erally signed by residents, and which 
will be ])re8ented to President Diai 
throu.i^h (ien. Torres. 

The general asks that President Diaa 
revoke the grant made to the ESnglish 
coinpHuy ou the ground, among other 
things, that it has failed to comply with 
itA agreement made with the colonists; 
also that they are convinced that the 
English have well-matured plans to in- 
volve the American colonists in a flU- 
bustering scheme for the purpose of cre- 
ating a strong prejudice against Ameri- 
cans on the part of the Mexican govern- 
ment and people, with a view of secur- 
ing the full confidence of the Mexican 
government and finally controlling the 
peninsula, thereby gaining a strong 
strategetic point on the Padilc ooaat for 
the British government.

A HUGE RAFT. 

To He Toweil from New Brunswick to New 
Tork. 

New York, Jnne 16.— Two tugs left 
for St John, N. B., on Tneeday to take 
in tow another mammoth raft consigned 
to James D. Leary, of this city, who was 
the owner of the famoos Jogging raft 
whidi broke away from the steamer 
Miranda during a atorm in December. 
1887. The timber of which the new 
raft is built was out jost back of St. 
John, N. B. The raft is in seventeen 
cigar-Bhaped sections, each 100 feet 
long, 25 feet deep and 85 feet wide. It 
win be bound together with chains, 
making a structure 1,700 feet long, and 
the sections will be detachable to lessen 
the danger of the lose of the whole raft 
in case of accident 

It will take between fifteen and eigh- 
teen days to get the raft to this citv. It 
contains 400,000 feet more lumber than 
the Joggin g raft OMried.
